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Link between shoplifting and anorexia? 


| Donald Pugatch, M.D., Medical 
director of Eating Disorders 
Associates, a comprehensive, 
outpatient facility in Andover, 
Ma. specializing in the treatment 
of anorexia nervosa (self star- 


Vation) and bulimia (binge 
eating)reports a link between 
compulsive shoplifting and 


bulimia and a new treatment that 
could help alleviate both of these 
associated disorders. 

Dr. Pugatch has identified a 
history of ‘‘kleptomania,”’ 
compuisive stealing, among a 
high percentage of his bulimic 
patients. Other researchers doing 
similar studiéS alsd-indicate that 
about one ‘third of their patients 
with bulimia engage in shoplif- 
ting 

While treating his patients with 
antidepressant medication, since 
80 percent of eating disorders are 
associated with depression, Dr. 
Pugatch discovered that as the 
depression was alleviated, 


that they are largely physical 
disorders caused by a 
biochemical malfunction linked 
to depression. Studies conducted 
at Harvard and Columbia 
Medical Schools, McLean 
Hospital (Belmont) and 
elsewhere indicate that this 
condition can be successfully 
treated with antidepressant 
medication. The significance of 
Dr. Pugatch’s data is that it 
provides evidence, though not yet 
conclusive, that associated 
illnesses such as kleptomania can 
also be successfully treated with 
the same antidepressant 
medicationes, 

“Many eating disorder patients 
respond well to the an- 
tidepressant medications Par- 
nate and Imipramine for 
alleviating depression and the 
overwhelming desire to binge,"’ 
Dr. Pugatch reports. “The ob- 
serving of patients indicates that 
these same medigations also 
arrest the urge to shoplift."” 


of Bon Secours Hospital in 
Methuen and the Lawrence 
General Hospital in Lawrence, 
explains that “anorexia nervosa 
and bulimia are not isolated 
disorders. They are complex 
illnesses which are associated 
with various other kinds of 
compulsive behavior, which in- 
clude, but is not limited to, 
shoplifting."" Among these 
associated disorders are alcohol 
and drug abuse, various panic 
disorders and agoraphobia (fear 
of open spaces) 


person who suffers from one type 
of manifestation of this 
biochemical malfunction is likely 
to develop associated disorders 
throughout her lifetime if 
treatment isnot administered.”* 
What some of these disorders 
have in common is a “kind of 
chemical short circuit in the part 
of the brain that governs volun- 
tary actions. This short circuit 
prevents persons from shutting 
down urges or impulses, and 
sparks the involuntary 
behavior,” says Dr. Pugatch

While not all compulsive 
shoplifters have an eating 
disorder, many may very well 
have the potential to develop 
anorexia or bulimia. Dr. Pugatch 


Dr. Pugatch and other 
authorities contend that eating 
disorder patients who shoplift are 
not calculating criminals who 
enter a store with the purpose of 


whelms them and it ‘forces’ them 
to steal. 

“This uncontrollable urge is 
difficult for many people to ac- 
cept, particujarly legal 
authorities, but it is probable that 
a lot of shoplifters are victims of a 
depression-related illness that 
manifests in this and various 
other ids of compulsive 
behavio. 

Many patients who shoplift are 
greatly relieved to find out that 
kleptomania is common among 
persons with eating disorders. 
With increased media attention 
on eating disorders, most suf- 
ferers know that people other 
than themselves have anorexia 
and bulimia, but few are aware of 
the associated compulsive 
stealing syndrome. ‘Most never 
make the connection between 
their eating disorder and their 
shoplifting, unless, of course, they 
are stealing.orly food and-or 
laxatives, and the association is 
obvious," Dr. Pugatch explains.

Half a loaf, of course, is better 
than none. But what about half. 
solutions? Are they solutions? 

Americans confronted with the 
greatest crisis in Social Security 
in half a century should ask 
whether Congress is going to deal 
with the whole problem, or 
perhaps only half of it 

‘The most immediate problem is 
already upon us. Unless the 
system’s reserve funds are 
augmented, the government will 
not have enough money on hand 
to cover all of the retirement and 
survivor benefit payments 
beginning with checks for July of 
this year. The $200 billion system 
spends $17,000 more a minute 
than it takes in, at current levels. 
Between now and 1989 — the 
short-term, the system faces 
shortfalls of $150 to $200 billion, 
and over the long-term (75 years) 
$1.6 trillion. 

Our only choices are to raise 
taxes again or gradually to

Few issues affect more 
Americans. Social Security long 
ago ceased to be a problem for the 
elderly.

The high risk group for both 
eating disorders is generally 
females, between the ages of 12 
and 35.

Bulimia, which 
afflicts 13 out of every 100 
American women, is charac- 
terized by efforts to achieve the 
same degree of thinness as the 
anorectic. However, bulimics are 
unable to avoid food. Instead they 
go on eating binges which may 
last up to several hours. The 
excessive, rapid eating is 
generally done in a secretive 
manner, often associated with 
self-induced vomiting or purging 
with laxatives or diuretics to 
prevent weight gain. Episodes of 
bulimia may occur in- 
dependently, at the same time. or 
following anorexia nervosa.

Your home computer 
By the Editors 
of Consumer Reports 

Computers are essential tools for 
business. They're used extensively for 
accounting, planning and record 
keeping; to instruct robots in produc 
tion; and to expedite the flow of goods 
and services. However, their useful 
ness in the home is only beginning to 
be realized 

Consumer Reports editors say that 
while understanding how a computer 
works is no simple task, especially if 
you have no head for electronics, 
some information about a computer's 
basic components may help you in 
planning a purchase. 

A computer is comprised of five 
basic elements. The most important 

the central processing unit, or CPU 

contains the microprocessor 

That's the solid state chip that directs 
the flow of information. The CPU 
acts somewhat like a brain that can 
carry out a variety of functions. But 
it doesn’t know what those functions 
are until you provide a program for 
its memory 

A computer's memory is the second 
basic element. A Read-Only-Memory 

or ROM is built into the CPU by 
the manufacturer. It contains pro- 
grams or other data that the maker 
feels are necessary to get started. 
ROM programs cannot be changed 

A Random-Access-Memory. or 
RAM, stores new data or a program 
that you enter and lets you retrieve it 
at very high rates of speed. The 
amount of RAM usually defines the 
maximum capacity of a computer to 


receive information and process it 
efficiently. Memory is measured in 
kiloby about a thousand bytes 


One byte stores a single character in 
memory 

The amount of RAM can be very 
important. For example, you want to 
write a school paper using a personal 
computer with 16K of RAM (that's 
how you say it in computerese). The 
word-processing program required to 
instruct the CPU might take up 10K. 
leaving you only 6K — or roughly 
three double-spaced pages to use to 


write your paper. To write more than 
three pages, you must store the first 
three pages on a tape or disk. You 
can't refer to those pages while writ- 
ing the rest of the paper unless you 
store the subsequent pages an 
inconvenient arrangement if you're 
working on a lengthy document 

Consumer Reports electronics engi- 
neers say that a computer that has 
48K of RAM should provide enough 
room for you to use most programs 
efficiently 

The third basic element is a 
computer's means to store data or 
programs. It can be a video game 
cartridge, a cassette tape or a disk 
Tapes.and disks can also store infor 
mation that you enter and feed to the 
computer. Cartridges don't store 
information. 

The fourth basic element is an 
input device to permit the user to 
communicate with the computer

Winter may have started out a 
little warmer than usual this 
year, but be assured, there will be 
some very cold days ahead. 

.- _ According to the American Red 

Cross of Massachusetts Bay, 
Greater Boston Region, the onset 
_sf winter can cause heart attacks, 
strokes, bouts of influenza, 
7 hypothermia and frostbite. 

A suggested step in preparing 
yourself for the worst is to ask 
your doctor about flu shots. This 
vaccination can prevent against 
strains of influenza before an 
outbreak occurs. 

Next, take a Red Cross first aid 
course. You can also be trained in 
Red Cross cardiopulmonary 
+ Tesuscitation (CPR) and the 
proper treatment of others for the 
above-mentioned ailments. 

If you are 50 years of age or 
older, the Red Cross advises that 
someone else undertake the 
strain of shoveling snow and other 
heavy work. Cold weather itself, 
{ without physical exertion, puts an 
it extra strain on the heart. If you 
must undertake such a task, 
however, take lots of breaks and 
don’t overstrain yourself. 

No matter what your age, wear 
loose fitting layers of clothing 
when you work outside. Wear 
socks and gloves that allow blood 
circulation. Wear a hat (it really 
does keep your body heat from 
escaping) 


RMIA 
Hypothermia, the abnormal 
lowering of the inner body tem- 
perature, may occur when ex- 
posed to extremely cold tem- 
peratures without adequate 
protection. Older people and 
infants are particularly 
susceptible to hypothermia. 
Shivering, drowsiness, con- 
fusion, pallor, cold hands, feet 
and abdomen and shallow, 
irregular breathing are some of 
the symptoms. Death can only be 
a short time away if such con- 
ditions persist

After the first drink, allow 
guests to get their own refills. 
Guests who mix their own usually 
have fewer, less potent drinks. 

Have a wide selection of non- 
alcoholic beverages. Soda, fruit 
juices and punch are good. 

Serve enough food throughout 
the party so guests will be en- 
couraged to eat rather than drink. 
By eating first, partygoers will 
help retard the flow of alcohol into 
their blood. 

Top off the evening with a meal 
or lavish dessert with lots of hot 
coffee and tea. Coffee and tea 
have no sobering effect but take 
the place of the “one for the road” 
and signal the end of festivities. 

Make it your responsibility to 
see that any guest who may have 
over-imbibed gets transportation 
home. Once guests have had too 
much to drink, only time can° 
make them sober. It takes ap- 
proximately an hour to burn oft 
an average drink or bottle of beer 

consumed. The best thing you can 
do for intoxicated guests is to 
have someone who hasn't been 
drinking drive them home or put 
them up for the night, recom- 
mends AAA. 


Be ready for winter season 


A balanced diet, a warm home 
and dressing warmly hep prevent 
hypothermia. Avoid alcohol, 
which dilates surface blood 
vessels and allows heat to escape. 


If you suspect hypothermia, in- 
sulate the victim, keep him 
awake and if help is some time 
away, provide mild heat to the 
torso, primarily to prevent a 
further drop in temperature. Call 
for medical help while protecting 
the victim from the cold. 


FROSTBITE 

All of us have experienced that 
numb feeling in the ears, toes, 
fingers and nose during the bitter 
cold. Prolonged numbing and 
exposure to the cold may result in 
frostbite, which is characterized 
by the partial freezing of the skin 
and underlying tissues, 

When frostbite does occur, 
immediate medical attention is 
required. The victim should be 
sheltered from the wind or taken 
indoors if possible. Give warm, 
non-alcoholic beverages when 
possible and cover the frostbitten 
parts with blankets or warm them 
against your body. As the affected 
parts warm up, encourage the 
victim to move them gently, But 
if the feet are affected, do not 
allow the victim to walk. Keep the 
feet elevated to provide proper 
circulation. As soon as possible, 
seek medical attention to be sure 
no tissue damage has occurred. 

Remember, severely cold New 
England is nothing to fool with. 
Better to stay indoors if you can 
and throw another log on the fire. 
However, if you must be out-of- 
doors, an American Red Cross 
first aid course is the best way to 
learn the cold, hard facts about 
keeping safe, healthy and warm.

Well, why not? We did and it gave the teen-agers a 
way to use up some of that excess energy and made a lot 
of fun for the family in the bargain. 

“But what about my lawn?” you ask. “An ice rink in 
winter for no grass in summer? No way!" 

Don't worry, you won't lose your lawn. We've had a 
skating rink every year for the last 10 and our grass is 
just as green and thick during the growing season as 
when we didn’t have a rink in our backyard. The trick is 
to spread a commercial fungicide, either before you 
make the rink or after the first thaw in spring. A 
fungicide gets rid of any mold spots in the lawn. 

Obviously, you can’t start the ice rink until the ground 
is frozen to about six inches anyway — and you need 
snowfall if you don’t want to use sideboards to contain 
the water. Snow serves to form the sides of the rink in- 
stead of the boards. 

When the ground is ready, build-up the edges of the 
rink with a mound of snow by using a push shovel or 
stiff-bristled broom. The idea to use sideboards is good if 
thé snow isn't particularly heavy in your area. 

Next, tamp the mounded snow down around the 
edges. Then, using a hose, spray the edges so as to form a 
hard ice crust and prevent the water from leaking out the 
sides. It’s important that the edges be watertight. 

‘Try to make the skating area as level as possible to 
keep the water from rolling down into a low section of the 
yard. You might need to bring in extra snow to fill any 
low spots. Then lightly spray and tamp down the snow in

Begin watering the base to get a smooth surface. Since 
the water from the hose in winter is above freezing, about 
45 degrees F’., the base could thaw in spots to show the 
ground beneath. To eliminate the hose water pressure 
from digging these holes, keep moving the nozzle from 
section to section on the ice. 

Continue building up the ice, a thin layer at a time. 
Even while building up each layer, you may need to 
bring in more snow to fill in any low spots. Take the time 
to do a good job. 

When a thin ice crust forms, stop watering and allow 
this layer to freeze thoroughly. If you flood too much at 
this stage, air gets between the layers of ice and cracks 
and crumbles the top layer. 

Between waterings, don't turn the faucet off. Either

place the nozzle outside the rink and allow a trickle of 
water to run from the hose, or disconnect the hose and 
take it indoors after each watering. Otherwise, the water 
in the hose will freeze. 

‘The ideal time to flood the yard is at night when the 
temperature is low. Don't let the water run all night for a 
“quick rink" the next day. Stick to a thin layer of ice ata 
time, You'll be a lot happier with the finished product. 

Try to get about a 3- to 4-inch thickness of ice, enough 
to cover the rough slush base and keep the skate blades 
from breaking through to the ground. 

In the spring the ice will melt before the ground thaws 
completely. So to minimize standing water, make breaks 
in the edges of the rink so the water can drain off quickly 
Since the grass roots are dormant in the frozen ground 
anyway, water only hastens the thawing process 

‘Because new grass needs as much oxygen as possible, 
you need to reduce any standing puddles of water. To 
speed up the thaw, simply break up the ice and cart off 
some of the larger pieces. 

As the water begins to drain out of the rink, get rid of 
any stagnant puddles. Usually, the soil is thirsty in the 
springtime and absorbs all the water it can get. 

With a few days’ work, you can build an ice rink for 
months of wintertime fun as well as provide the grass 
with plenty of water in the spring.

Good grooming is actually an 
important part of health care for 
a dog or cat. An ungroomed 
animal is apt to suffer from fleas, 
lice, mange caused by mites, skin 
diseases and even digestive up- 
sets caused by matted hair in the 
intestine. 

A daily brushing or combing is 
@ must for most animals, 
particularly those with long hair 
Matted hair should be removed 
with a scissors, and burrs or any 
other foreign objects removed 
gently, 

The daily grooming session is 
also a good time to check the 
condition of your pet's nails, eyes, 
ears and teeth. If eyes have 
become irritated frdm dust ar a 
foreign object, they should be 
gently washed with warm water. 
Nail trimming may be reauired 
from time to time for animals 
that do not spend a great deal of 
time outdoors, where exercise on 
hard pavements tends to keep 
nails trimmed naturally. Ask 
your veterinarian to show you the 
proper way to clip your pet's 


nails, and 
carefully 

If ears seem to have any foreign 
natter lodged in them, you can 
clean them gently with baby oil 
Never poke or probe in an 
animal's ear with pointed or hard 
objects. If an ear discharge is 
present, consult your 
veterinarian. For dogs, an oc- 
casional large bone to chew on 
will help prevent tartar from 
accumulating.

How often to bathe a pet 
depends a great deal on the 
animal's habits, as well as your 
own. If you are scrupulous about 
grooming your dog, it will need a 
bath very infrequently. Cats, 
which are scrupulous about their 
own cleaning habits, need to be 
bathed only when they have 
become obviously dirty, or gotten 
into unusual difficulties, like an 
encounter with a skunk. Be sure 
that the room is warm and free of 
drafts when you bathe a pet, and 
use a mild soap or an animal 
shampoo.

The miniature doll house story ... 


‘Smithsonian News Service 

Historians have agreed that it 
was a grand house. Albrecht V, 
Duke of Bavaria, commissioned 
the residence for his daughter in 
1558. 

On the lowest floor of the four- 
story building were the office, 
larder, wine cellar, stable, cow 
barn and coach house. An almost- 
unheard-of bathroom was on the 
second floor along with a kitchen, 
courtyard and orchard. The 
Duke, Duchess and six servants 
held sway on the third floor in the 
gold-tapestried ballroom. And on 
the top floor, the priest and court 
musicians conducted services in 
the chapel; court ladies worked at 
looms and spinning wheels, and 
royal babies slept in the nur- 
series. Reportedly, there was 
even a zoological garden on the 
grounds of this first doll house in 
recorded history.

doll house with its remarkable’ 
collection of miniature — and 
genuine — modern art has been at 
the Museum of the City of New 
York since its “doll house war- 
ming” party in 1945. In the late 
1940s, an art dealer arranging a 
Cubism show found that Marcel 
Duchamp's celebrated ‘Nude 
Descending a Staircase” wouldn't 
arrive in New York on time, so he 
borrowed Duchamp's Lilliputian 
version from the Strettheimer 
Dollhouse. 

Had an art dealer in the 1920s 
been in dire need of a miniature 
English landscape, Queen Mary's 
Dolls’ House in Windsor Castle 
most certainly could have 
provided it. In 1920, Sir Edwin 
Lutyens, then England’s foremost 
architect, conceived a royal doll 
house both as a tribute to the 
queen and as a three-dimensional 
document freezing in time a way 
of life rapidly passing at the end 
of World War I. It was to be a 
perfect replica in miniature, not 
of a palace, but of a “com- 


Britain's finest artists created 
miniscule paintings for the walls; 
her most celebrated authors 
wrote — in their own hand — tiny 
volumes for the library, and 
talented composers contributed 
diminutive scores which could be 
played on a working baby grand 
— or a working upright. 


Everything from the 
gramophone to the ‘good 
English” coal-burning stove in 
Queen Mary's Dolls’ House 
works. Hot and cold water flow 
through silver taps, vintage 
Madeira mellows in the wine 


cellar. In the garage, two 
Daimlers, a Rolls-Royce ‘and a 
bicycle await. And in the prin- 
cess’ bedroom, under her mat- 
tress, likes a pea — one twelfth 
the usual size. 


The fanciful pea would fit right 
into Coleen Moore's Castle, 
decorated in “Early Faery.” In 
the fabled doll house created by

Like Colleen More, Faith 
Bradford of Washington, D.C., 
was a woman with a personal 
vision that found its expression in 
a miniature house. Perfect 
replication of the life-sized world 
was not her goal, nor was creation 
of a fantasy world, The Dolls’ 
House in the Smithsonian In- 
stitution’s National Museum of 
American History, donated by 
Bradford taythe museum in 1951, 


Abraham Lincoln bought toys for 
his little son, Tad,” and the 
“mirror over bureau, unknown 
clerk in dime store.” 

Even after the Dolls’ House 
moved to the Smithsonian, 
Bradford came to the Museum of 
American History — to give 
“house tours.” When she died in 
1970, the political history staff 
placed a miniature bouquet of her 
favorite violets in the Dolls’ 
House. 

Bradford devoted a part of her 
long life to the world of the 


largest collections. The objects, 
both anfiques and reproductions, 
represent the period 1755-1910 — 
with a few anachronisms, 
because John places friendship 
above purism. A young friend 
created a tiny box of Kentucky 
Fried Chicken for the castle, and. 
John placed it in the kitchen along 
with the working egg beater and 
meat-grinder.

/ ASK CLAUDE PEPPER 


Abnormal memory loss 


By Rep. Claude Pepper 

Q. The other day I was doing my 
Christmas shopping. I came back 
with everything, except a sweater for 
my daughter, which had been my 
main reason for going shopping. Then 
yesterday I opened up my mail to find 
a harsh letter from the gas company 
— I'd forgotten to pay my bill. These 
slips of memory are starting to shake 
me up. Do they mean I'm losing my 
mind? 

A. The human memory is a miracu- 
lous thing. Any one of us, on demand, 
can re-create fine details of scenes 
that took place years ago — a wed- 
ding day, the birth of a child, a per- 
fect vacation. The mind is full of 
information, but we pay little atten- 
tion to most of it. 

One of the most frequent observa- 
tions made by people who are aging is 
that they seem to be losing their 
memory. This usually comes after 
they've experienced a string of inci- 
dents like those you describe. 

My advice to you and other readers 
is this: Don't let these occasional diffi- 
culties with memory put you in a 
state of panic. Too may elderly peo- 
ple believe memory difficulties are 
indications of something worse. They 
believe they are “getting senile” or 
“Josing their minds.” 

Actually, in the vast majority of 
cases, problems with recall in older 
persons have: no significance other 
than being a personal inconvenience 
In a high percentage of cases, mem- 
ory loss is simply a normal problem 
of aging. 


But sometimes memory problems 
are symptoms of other conditions. 
‘These conditions fall into three cate- 
gories: depression, drug abuse and 
brain diseases. Here are the signals to 
watch for in determining whether 
your memory lapses result from med- 
ical problems. 


— Depression: Tis is a psychologi- 
cal state that inchjdes sadness and 
despair. Difficulty itdgleeping, loss of 
appetite, loss of wei decreased 


energy are other clues. Depression 
occurs in people of all ages, but it’s 
frequent in the elderly. 

It cggybe either a mental disorder 
with no external cause, or a reaction 
to a tragedy or loss. It's important for 
the sufferer to diagnose the depres- 
sion and not view it as a normal part 
of aging. This means the patient 
should pay careful attention to his or 
her moods, appetite and sleep 
patterns, and be aware that life 
crises, such as the death of a loved 
one, may bring on a depression. When 
memory problems occur in such a 
context, there is a chance they are 
symptoms of depression, and a doctor 
sould be consulted. 

— Drug-abuse: Drugs are not just 
used by teenagers and the Hollywood 
set — they're becoming an increasing 
problem among the elderly. The 
abuse of narcotics and other drugs 
usually happens inadvertently with 
the aging person. Your blood pressure 
medicine might react strangely with 
your sleeping pill, which leaves you 
feeling so drained that you borrow a 


few prescription “pep” pills from a 
friend. Add on top of that a strong 
tonic you take to increase your vita- 
min intake and an occasional 
decongestant. Soon you may find 
you're a walking medicine cabinet. 
You also may find that after a while 
your memory grows bad. If this is the 
case, see a doctor. 

‘This example points out two cardi- 
nal rules for drug use in the aged: 
Don't take medication that hasn't 
been prescribed for you and see a 
doctor every six months to discuss the 
drugs you're using. Something that 
makes your neighbor feel like a new 
person might make you violently ill 
because of other medication you're 
taking, or because of your biological 
makeup. 

Just a word about alcohol. Toler- 
ance for alcohol declines with 
advancing years and the aging person 
should cut down as he or she gets 
older. 

Brain degeneration: A third con. 
dition that can lead to memory loss is 
organic brain disease. These degen- 
erative diseases, such as Alzheimer's, 
destroy brain tissues, causing mem- 
ory defects and deterioration in all 
areas of psychological function. Reg: 
ular visits to your physician will 
guarantee early discovery. Unfor- 
tunately we have no successful treat- 
ment for these diseases, but research 
is trying to unlock their secrets and 
devise cures. 

Let me say again that a few lapses 
in memory are normal. It's only when 
you suspect you have some of the con- 
ditions I've listed that you should seek 
medical advice. 

Memory problems are a handicap 
only to the extent that you fail to 
learn how to cope with them. In a 
future column, I'll provide several 
“tricks” that help improve retention.
